At their earlier conference there was 
aome prospect that the operation 
might not occur and the doctors left 
the sick room without arnylng at a 
dellttl{# '«ittemii^tlOD as to when it 
would take place. They expressed 
the belief, however, that a delay until 
Friday would serve a useful purpose 
In permitting a larger extraction of 
serum in case the operalloa wna un- 
dertaken. 

- Meantime the Pope continued In a 
•tate of great depression. Thanks to 
a fairly good afternoon's sleep the 
physicians were able to issue at 7:26 
p. m. a bulletin showing that there 
had been no yltal change in the nor- 
mal progress of the disease, though 
the same serious rapidity of respira- 
tion as was noticed in the morning 
had again to be recorded. So pain- 
ful had the latter become that one of 
those present in the sick room de- 
iMTlbed the Pontiff as literaiiy panting 
tor his breath. 

LAter the Pope was sufflrlently at 
ease to receive Cardinal Rampolla and 
His Holiness conferred on him the 
enlarged authority made necessary by 
the present illness for the executive 
administration of papal affairs, it 
Is understood that one rrsult of this 
action will probably be the speedy ap- 
pointment of a successor to Mgr.

The Seizure of Them By America 
Raises a Delicate Situation. • 



London. July 17. — According to the 
Daily Chronicle the action of Amert- 
c* in iwnwtog the ialands off Boraeo 
raises an exceedingly delicate sltusr 
ilon and the British fon;ign offl. er has 
asked Washington for an explanation. 

The Islands concerned, says the paper, 
are a group of seven originally belong- 
ing to the 8ult|» of Snlu, from whom 
they passed bjr a charter in 1881 tu 
the control of the British North Bor- 
neo Co., whose officers confirm that 
they are undoubtedly British terri- 
tory.

Louisville, Ky., July 17.— The repub- 
lican state convention Thursday even- 
ing nominated the following ticket: 
For governor, Morris B. Belknap, of 
Louisville, lieutenant governor, J. B. 
Wilholt. of Ashland; treasurer, John 
A. Black, of Barboursville; auditor, 
Oea W. Welsh, of Danville; attorney 
general, W. M. Becknor, of Winches 
ter; secretary of state, J. C. Speight, 
of Mayfleld. 

A aecond day of picturesque politi- 
cal maneuverings in the state conven- 
tion of the Kentucky republicans fail- 
ed to culminate in the final grand sur- 
prise of a winning dark horse, whose 
coming had been hinted at and whose 
followers during Wednesday's ses- 
sions set the pdlitlcal managers to 
guessing, cot. Morris B. Belknap, of 
Loulsrille, a wholesale merchant, 
widely known throughout the country, 
received the nomination for governor 
on the first ballot His delegates, con- 
trary to predictions, stuck to him, 
though how much of their tenacity 
can be charged to the announcement 
by Gov. Wm. O. Bradley that he was 
not a candidate can only be conjec- 
tured. Mr. Belknap was nominated 
after an e'nthusiastlc supporter of Mr. 
Bradley had placed the former gov- 
ernor in nomination, and the followers 
of Augustus B. WUlsoB had tacitly 
withdrawn the man supposed to bo 
Mr, Belknap's nearest competitor, bv 
falling to present his name. The 
threatened stampede to Bradley was 
quelled In an emphatic declaration 
that he would not be a candidate, but 
for some unknown reason the conven- 
tion officers called his name during 
the ballot and he received a greater 
number of votes than Clifton J. Pratt, 
who had made an active canvass. 

The resolutions which were adopted 
are in part as follows: 

"We congratulate the people of th-^ 
United States and Its new po.stsesslons 
upon the unparallellert prosperity in 
the nation under policies that have 
maintained the public honor, fostered 
industry, stimuhtted enterprise, ex- 
tended American commerce, strength- 
ened American Influence and ennobled 
citizenship by giving security of labor 
and capital alike, and Insuring to ev- 
ery man who works a standard of liv- 
ing and an expectation worthy of Am- 
erican civilisation and elrie sover- 
eignty. We stand for the continuance 
of exlatlng republican financial and 
tariff policies. 

"W«< express highest appreciation of 
the record that President Roosevelt 
has made in oontinulng the great work 
begun by William MeKlaley and him 
aelf dealing with the new problems 
that he hopes to solve, in his handling 
of the Philippine question, in his firm 
management of the Venezuelan crisis; 
in his wise and courageous course with 
reference to the anthracite coal strike; 
in his honest efforts to secure Justice 
to Cuba; in his seal for the Panama 
canal; in his vigorous demand for of- 
ficial purity and honesty and punish 
ment of the corrupt and dishonest; In 
his resolute stand against the closing 
of the Chinese ports to our trade: in 
the success aehieved by his praeUeal 
efforts to enforce the law against un 
lawful combinatlona and in the en 
couragement he has given to the lay- 
ing of a cable across the Pacific, which 
brings us Into closer touch with the 
Philippines than we wera with the 
Louisiana territory or with California 
wlien aequlred. He has shown him 
self a strong executive, as he is an 
ideal citizen and we heartily and en 
thuslastically are in favor of bla nomi 
nation for the presidency in 1904. 

"We denounce assaasioatioa and 
lawlessness, whether in Servia or Ken 
tucky, as destructive of clviliiation, 
and call upon the enlightened intelli- 
gence of the atate, through Ita leglala 
ilve, executive and Judicial agenciea 
to employ remedies to re-establlsh or^ 
der and puaiah crime withta our bor 
den. 

"We especially arraign the present 
state chief executive for so exercising 
the pardoning power as to subserve 
political and partisan purposes, with 
the certain effect of encouraging crime 
by virtually rendering criminals or 
democratic p<ditlcal faith Immune 
from punishment."

The Knapp Jury Bringe in a Verdlet of 
First Degree Murder. 

Hamilton, O., July 17— A verdict of 
murder in the first degree, without rec- 
ommendation of mercy, which means 
death la the electric chair, waa 
brought in by the Jury in the "Btran- 
gler" Knapp case at 7:tS Thursday 
momin. The Jury had been out slace 
6:06 Wednesday evening. 

The first ballot on Knapp's guilt is 
said to have stood 11 to 1, the second 
was 8 to 4, the third 10 to 2, and the 
next 11 to 1. At midnight the Jurors 
Btopped and amused themselves by 
telling yams and Jokes, and at 4 
o'clock they began arguing with the 
solitary Juror, who finally agreed with 
them at 4:30 Thursday morning. 

II Is said Juror Warwick was the 
Juror who held out for a recommendv 
tion for mercy, but Anally agreed with 
the majority. 

Knapp received the verdict coolly, 
hut paled visibly an he heard his 
doom. The verdict waa a complete 
surprise to him, as he felt sure he 
would not get a death sentence. Only 
Wednesday he bet 26 cents with a fel- 
low-prisoner at tho Jail that he would 
escape the death sentence. 

A motion for a new trial will be 
made on Saturday. Knapp was on 
trial for the murder of his wife, Hanna 
Knapp. 

Killed Wife With a Chiael. 
New Tork, July 17.— In the presence 
of their 12-year-old daughter, Enrico 
Canapa and his wife Emma fought and 
slashed each other with a chisel In 
their apartments Thursday, the duel 
finally ending in the death of the 
woman. 



It la Believed Thie Will End the Mat' 
ter and That No Further Steps 

will Be Taken By the United 
States Government 

Waahlngton, July 17.— It was 
learned Thursday night that the state 

department had received a reply from 
Russia stating that it neither would 
receive nor consider the matter of the 
Jewish petition on the subject ot the 
KIsehineff Incident This lafbrmatlon 
came la the form of a cable dispatch 
from Mr. Riddle, American cl^rge at 
St. Petersburg, to whom was commit- 
ted the delicate task of inquiring ot 
the Russian government as to ite at* 
tltude with respect to the preoentettoa 
of tha ptUtlOB. 

It Is believed that this win end the 
matter and that no further steps will 
be taken by thl.s government to bring 
the views of the petitioners to the at- 
tention of Russia, although as yet no 
consideration has been given by the 
president to the course to be pursued 
in the light of Russia's req^nse to 
our Inquiry. 

The reply that Russia would make 
to all auggestlons on the subject of 
the KIsehineff massacre was fore- 
casted some weeks ago in an author- 
ised statement when the public waa 
definitely informed that Russia re- 
garded the affair as an internal mat- 
ter as to which she, in the exercise ot 
her own sovereignty, must refuse to 
receive suggestions from any other 
government or outelde source.
